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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The video recording entitled 2764/05 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is deemed to be objectionable because it promotes and supports the exploitation 
of children for sexual purposes. It does this through the juxtaposition of surreptitiously filmed 
footage of children innocently going about their business with the explicit depiction of a man 
masturbating while or after filming the children in a manner that encourages the viewer to see 
children as legitimate objects of adult sexual desire. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application of the 
classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications 
falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation 
on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that promote and support the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes. 
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
